severe winter had aleardy settled the 
question of a small fruit crop; 
but 


the freeze of last Friday night 
was 


probably fatal to what chances were 
left, in some nearby ne'ghborhoods 
the earliest variety of 
apple-trees 


had budded to the extent of show- 
ing the color and all these buds are 
believed to have been killed. 


Fruit-grower Alexander 
believes 


that the l.uer varieties of apple-buds 
may, 
not rave perished and that 
on 


trees tlia' did not bear last year, a 
reasonable crop may yet be expected. 
This gent'eman believes that the on- 
ly peaches we shall see w-11 be those 
shipped Ironi the south or the Jer- 
sey coast. He admits however that 
a quarter crop, if that may yet be 
spared to us, will be worth more to 
the grower? in dollars and cents than 
such a tremendous crop as last year's 
product—Newcomerstown Index.

Men—Claim Sediment Finest 


Of Fertilizer. 


Is the muck in the beds of the 


canals worth millions of dollars? 


This is a new and startlJng proposi- 


tion and it remained for the fertille 
brain of a hustling young' newspaper 
man of Newark to advance it. 
\ In 


fact lie has done more than that. He 
is John K 
Williams, editor of 
the 


Newark Amer can Tribune and one 
of the brightest lights in the Buck- 
eye firmanient. He and D. H. Pigg 
of Newark are after a state franchise 
to use the sediment of the canal beds 
as fertilizer, saying it is 
rich 
in 


nitrogen. This is what the Columbus 
State Journal says of the proposition 


D. H. Pigg and John H. Williams 


of Newark have a scheme which they 
believe will, when all details are per- 
fected, drive present fertilizer plants 
out of business. 


They say that they w'll be able to 


produce K>cre and better fertilizer at 
a price with which the present plants 
cannot compete. 


They presented an application 
to 


the state board of public works for 
the right to dredge Buckeye 
lake 


and the Ohio and Erie canal 
bed 


from Buckeye lake to Newark. 


What they desire to obtain is the 


sediment from the beds of the lake 
and the caral. Incidentally, they also 
will recover what timber may yet re- 
main in Buckeye lake. 


Say it is Rich in Nitrogen. 


The men have had an. 
analyst 


made of the canal and 
lake sedi- 


ment, and say that they have pioved 


that this sediment is richer, ton for 
ton, in nitrogen than any commercial 
fertilizer made. In fact, the analysis 
shows, they say, that it is too rich 
in its raw state to be applied to land 
and must be tempered down. 


If they obtain the right asked it is 


their intention to qeuip a drege, take 
all the sed'ment from canal and lake, 
and build ? plant to convert it Into a 
merchantable article. 


They say it will not cost a great 


(lea! to ootain the sediment by 
the 


use of centrifugal pumps, and 
that 


explorations have shown them 
that 


in places in the lake this seel ment 
lies over 8 feet in depth. 


Board Will Investigate. 


The prci osition was such a novel 


one that, before finally passing upon 
't, the board postponed action for two 
weeks, and meanwhile w'll take steps 
to see what there really is ^at 
the 


bottom of the canals of the state. 


If riches such as the Newark men 


say are there, the canals may prove 
to be much more valuable 
assets 


than thev have yet been considered. 
Messrs. Williams and Pigg say that 
they secu-ed their first idea of dredg- 
ing the sediment from reading a re- 
port of one of the government's con- 
suls to China, who told how the Ch'- 
nese canal? were yearly dredged to 
obtain the sediment whichc is used 
as a fertilizer. 


Mr. Williams is a former 
Colum- 


bus newspaper man and noAv is edi- 
tor of the Newark Tribune.
